They say 
the vessels were all loaded deeply, and that 
the heavy sea washing over their decks, 
where the dories were stowed in nests, as 
they are called, the dories being placed 
inside each other, and eight ‘or 
ten of them lashed together, would 
wash them overboard. As it was Sunday 
none of the Previncetown dories would be 
out fishing, and if there was any loss of life 
it would be in the case of those tending their 
trawls.

Sr. Minn., Sept. 1.—H. H. 
United States Commissioner of Agriculture 
for Minnesota, gives the following summary 
of answers by farmers and other -inquiries 
emanating from his office as to the conditions 
and apparent yields of the crops of cereals in 
this State this year; 

Wheat—The areas of wheat land in Minne- 
sota this year, according to monthly reports 
made to this office amounts to 2,571,639 acres, 
or about 2 per cent more than the acreage 
last year. Reports for Sept. 1 stating the 
condition and apparent, average yield per 
acre have been received from every locality 
in the State, and their import is that the crop 
generally is in excellent condition, being 
nearly all successfully harvested and for the 
most part secured in the stack without the 
occurrence of unfavorable weather. All but 
thirty-two out of 204 reports claim that the 
quality is No, 1. There is a remarkable har- 
mony in the statements of different corre- 
spondents from the same counties as to the 
average yield per acre for ‘the respective 
counties, and generally the estimates are 
much above the usual averages for the sev- 
éral localities, A careful eompilation of the

looking out to sea they beheld a great wall of 
waters, varying in hight from ninety to thirty 
feet, approaching the land. It destroyed 
everyth in its path, overwhelming the 
entire coast, sweeping away ali the dwell- 
ings, lighthouses, and Government buildings 
within reach, and retired cha with a vast 
freight of death and ruin.
